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Examiner's response: 

1. Applicant arguments with regards to claims 1 and 13 are persuasive. Therefore these 
claims are allowed. 

2. Applicant arguments are not persuasive with regards to claim 8. Applicant argues with 
regards to claim 8 that Sakata fails to teach "capturing image signals from a field image of a non- 
standard calibration target and a primary image of a standard calibration target to produce a 
captured field image and a captured primary image" . The signals Y, R-Y and B-Y that represent 
the color bar chart 14 on the lens cap 1 1 correspond to a field data of the nonstandard calibration 
target and the reference color bar chart 45a corresponds to standard calibration target (col. 3 line 
25-44, col. 3 lines 60-65). 

3. Applicant states that there is no use of a nonstandard calibration target. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Sakata teaches that the user compares the color bars 14a and 45a with 
each other and manipulates the potentiometers so that he color tones of two become equal (col. 3 
lines 44-48). Therefore field data of the nonstandard target and the reference color bar chart 45a 
is used to achieve color (white) balance calibration. 

4. Applicant argues with regards to claim 8 that color bar chart 14 on the lens cap can be 
construed as nonstandard calibration target. Applicant's specification states in Paragraph 26 that 
"The secondary non-standard target 104 need not comport with manufacturer-specified 
standardization requirements for use as a white balance calibration target, and may be any object 
other than the primary standard target 102". Therefore the color bar chart 14 on the lens cap can 
be construed as nonstandard calibration target.
